S NOW 1*I11)I)1N(}.—I’ut one and 
one-half pints boiling water into 
doultle boiler, four and one-half 
tablesi»ooufuls cornstarch wet with lit¬ 
tle milk, little salt. Cook two or three 
minutes. Add stiff beaten wliiles of 
three eggs. Beat in cornstarch quickly 
and let cook about one minute. Flavor 
with lemon or vanilla. Take out and 
put into disli set in cool place, Sauce- 
One i)lnt boiling milk. Beat up yolks 
of eggs. I’ut two-thirds cuiiful sugar 
and little salt into eggs. I’ut milk into 
eggs and put back into double boiler 
and cook until it (Teams. Flavor with 
lemon or vauida. 

Sw’edlsh Ajiple ruddlng.—Take ap¬ 
ples, pare and cut, and cook the same 
us you would for aitple sauce; sweeten 
and add twice tlie amount of bread¬ 
crumbs, one tablcspoonful of molasses, 
pinch of nutmeg and cinnamon. Mi.\ 
together, add two eggs well hcaten. 
Do not have it too soft (about the same 
as Ilium pudding). Butler a dish, put 
in and bake In hot oven till nice and 
brown. Serve with hard or brandy 
sauce. 

Baked Peach Tapioca Pudding.— 
Take the halves of twelve large canned 
peaches, sprinkle with one-half cuiiful 
of sugar and allow to stand overnight. 
Mix one cupful of tapicK-a with one 
quart of cold water; let stand all night. 
In the morning cook the tapioca for 
one hour. Remove from lire and add 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, one-lialf 
cupful of sugar and the juice drained 
from the iieaches. Mix and pour half 
in a buttered baking dish, add the 
pcaciies and cover with the remainder 
of the tapioca. Dot with pieces of but¬ 
ter and liake one liour. Serve wltli 
sugar and cieam. 

Suet Pudding.—One cupful each ol 
suet, sugar. Hour, breadcrumbs, sweet 
milk and raisins. I’ut suet, seeded rai¬ 
sins and crumbs through your meat 
grinder or chop very tine, then add one 
teasiioonful salt, one level teaspoonful 
soda, one teaspoc<nful cassia and one 
well liealeii egg. Steam two hours. 
Stir soda in the cup of milk. Serve 
with hard sauce.

Everything You 
Need for Faster 


'I’liis year, when so many women are 
talking of liaving small vegetalilt* gar¬ 
dens as one means of keeping down 
I the grocery hills, it is well to remem- 
l)er at the outset that the undertaking 
is one which calls for continuous per¬ 
severance. Many amateur gardeners 
tail because, after getting tilings 
planted, tli(>y seem to consider that 
their work is practically done and 
that the vegetables can be left to 
shift for themselves. This is not 
true, as many luive proved from sad 
('.xperience. 

If you liave never tried a small 
vegetalile garden before, said Miss 
Patten of Simmons College, Boston, in 
a recent lecture, a pretty good plan is 
to attempt just about lialf what you 
think you can do. Don’t be disap¬ 
pointed, either, if everything you 
plant isn’t a success. Wlien one vege- 
talile proves a failure, don’t spend a 
lot of time tying to remedy conditions 
to tlie neglect of the rest of the 
garden, it is better to sacrifice one 
thing than to have the entire garden 
unsatisfactory. | 

.‘Amateurs need to be reminded, too, 
not to try ditlicult things the first j 
year or two. Avoid planting sueli 
vegetables as eggplant, cauliflower, 
celery and peppers. Don’t try raising i 
winter squashes. It is better to omit i 
even radishes, for radishes are a 
luxury. But, in case you have chil¬ 
dren helping you with the garden, I 
perhaps it will be better to have a 
few radishes after all, for it takes! 
only three weeks to produce a crop I 
and, as a rule, children get impatient ^

He summed up the present iirobloins 
and difficulties of the railroads as fol¬ 
lows: 

First.—The multiiillcity of regulu 
tions by the several states with respect 
to the issue of securities, iuvolviug de¬ 
lays and confilcting state policies gen¬ 
erally dangerous and possibly disas¬ 
trous. 

Second.-Tile state regulation of 
rates in such a manner as to unduly 
reduce revenues, to discriminate In fa¬ 
vor of localities and shippers within 
its own borders us against localities 
and slilpiiers in other states and to dis¬ 
turb and dlsarruiige the structure of 
interstate rates. 

Third.—The inability of the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission, whoever 
the commissioners'may be, to perform 
the vast duties devolving upon It un¬ 
der existing laws, resulting In delay— 
which should never occur in commer¬ 
cial matters—and compeHing the com¬ 
missioners to uccejit the conclusions of 
their employees as final in deciding 
matters of great importance to the 
commercial uiul railroad interests of 
the country. 

Fourth.—The luactlcal legality that 
has been accorded conspiracies to tie 
up and susiiend the operation of the 
railroads of the country by strikes and 
violence and the absence of any law 
to comiiel the settiemeut of such dis¬ 
putes by arbitration or other Judicial 
means, as all other issues between citi¬ 
zens in civilized states are to be set¬ 
tled. 

Fifth.—The phenomenal increase In 
the taxation of railroads in recent 
years. 

Sixth.—The cumulative effect of 
these conditions upon the investing 
public, to which railroad companies 
must look for the capital necessary to 
continue development.
